This is of par- 
ticular concern to individuals 
who have vehicles on campus 
since there are bottles and loose 
glass in parking areas. 

Garbage and rubbish lying 
in and about Single Students and 
University college residence is 
also of great concern. The ref- 
use is not only unsightly, but 
cosUy. Extra staff must be hired 
to clean the affected areas, the 
cost must be picked up by some- 
one and since it is difficult to 
catch vandals, the cost is passed 
onto the students. The refuse 
also attracts a variety of rodents 
and insects to the Campus 
grounds. 

The vandal ism, which may 
seem as humorous by the van- 
dals, can turn serious. Eearly in 
the school year, a mail box was 
stolen from student street. Not 
only was the theft a discomfort 
for students wishing to use the 
postal service, but is alsoa crimi- 
nal offence subject to possible 
jail term. 

Paulette re-enforced the 
point that the vandalism in resi- 
dence is committed by a very 
small minority of the residents 
and visitors. The residences can 
be a better place to live and cut 
down on vandalism if students 
take responsibility for them- 
selves. 



Laurentian University 
engineering professor, Dr. Anis 
Farah was recently appointed a 
Canadian member of the Earth- 
quake Investigations Commit- 
tee (EIC) of the American Soci- 
ety of Civil engineers. The 30 
member committee was estab- 
lished by ASCE to investigate 
the damage caused by earth- 
quakes and report the findings to 
the engineering profession re- 
sponsible for designing and 
building earthquake-resistant 
structures. The objective is to 
minimize future damage by 
improving buildingdesign codes 
according to lessons learned 
from analyzing earthquake ac- 
tivity. 

Typical systems to be 
evaluated include buildings, 
water supply, sewage pipe lines 
and treatment plants, recom- 
mendations may include ways 
of protecting public health and 
safety following an earthquake. 
These would include the provi- 
sion of standby equipment, 
emergency storagecapapcity and 
quick access to emergency op- 
erations. 

A good earthquake design 
ensures that buildings suffer only 
minimal damage under strong 
earthquakes and, even if exteni- 
vely damaged, do not collapse 
nd result in multiple deaths. One 
approach to improving 
earthqake-resisant buildings is 
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to design some of the stucturc's 
members (beams), weaker than 
others. Thus, when the building 
is subjected to an earthquake, 
the weaker members dissipate 
some of the energy and fail. As 
a result more crucial members, 
such as columns and walls are 
protected and in effect, the 
weaker members serve as "struc- 
tural fuses." Several buildings 
using this concept have been 
constructed in Canada and the 
United States since the late 
1970's. A 32-storey office build- 
ing constructed in Vancouver in 
1980 is one example. 

Dr. Farah advises that some 
memoes of the EIC left for 
Armenia in the wake of that 
country 's devasting earthquake. 
Indeed, he and other members 
are ready to go on short notice to 
any corner of the globe where 
future earthquakes may occur. 

Dr. Farah joined the L.U. 
department of engineeering in 
1968. His degrees, including his 
Ph.d. from the U. of Toronto, arc 
in civil engineering with spe- 
cialization in structures. His 
research spans several areas 
including strucutral vibrations 
and serviceability, the analysis 
and design of columns and sheer 
walls, numerical methods and 
cable bolting and backfill. He is 
a member of the americal soci- 
ety fo engineering education, the 
americal society of civil engi- 
neers, the Canadian society of 

civil engineers, the amcrican 
concrete instrituc, the assoc. of 

Prof, engineers of Ont and sigma 
Xi. 

He is also a member of two 
technical committees - safety and 
deflection, from 1979-82, he 
acted as a consultant on a major 
project for the roay 1 comm ission 
of the Northern environment for 
the Ontario government. Dr. 
Farah was chairman of the 
committee on computer appli- 
cations of the division of ASEE 
and the chairman of the com- 
puter advisory commitce at 
Laurentian (1987-88). He is 
currently Assoc. Editor of the 
Journal of Civil Engineering 
Education and is involved in a 
research project on the use of 
densified backfill at Inco. He is 
also the editor of a special vol- 
ume on long-term service of 
concrete structures for the 
American institute.

Well, another New Year's 
celebration has passed, and with 
it this years U.S. college slate of 
bowl games has concluded. To 
the suprise of no-one the Fight- 
ing Irish of Notre Dame were 
voted in as the "best team" in 
U.S. college ball. 

Also to the suprise of no- 
one comes the question of 
whether they were this years 
superior team. I for one am 
skeptic. If the Hurricanes of 
Miami had settled for a tieing 
extra point that October day 
instead of the win with a two 
point conversion with 45 sec- 
onds left, I am sure that they 
would have come atop this years 
crop. 

I also ask if West Virginia 
could unanamusily be consid- 
ered No. 1 if they had defeated 
the Irish on Jan. 2 . With Moun- 
taineers opponents winning 
barely 40% of their games, could 
West Virginia decisively be 
picked the best team in the coun- 
try? This occurred in 1984 when 
undefeated B.Y.U. won the 
national championship despite a 
schedule that included such 
opponents as New Mexico, 
Colorodo State and Utah. 

Obviously, doubts 
could be raised in the minds of 
many. 

It is for this reason I feel 
U.S. college football needs a 

playoff format. Division I-AA 
as well as divisions II and III all 
have playoff formats deciding a 
national champion. NCAA 
basketball has its annual tourne- 
ment culminating in the Final 
Four and a national champion. 
Canadian college football 
crowns it's champion in the 
Vanier Cup as well as all other 
sports having some playoff for- 
mat 

T resurrect the cliche 
"Any team can beat another on a 
given day" to help state my point. 
Should a national champion not 
be required to prove itself 
through a succession of success- 
ful playoff or tournament games 
against other viable opponents, 
instead of having its fate decided 
by one miscue during the season 
(such as Miami this year) and 
then its ranking left in the hands 
of the writers (AP, UPI). I'm 
sure some Bills fans would have 
something to say had they not 
received a rematch and Cincin- 
nati was simply voted this years 
best NFL team. 

I now suggest to you 
my simple but viable solution to 
the "Bowling Controversy". I 
would recommend four confer- 
ences be formed, made up from 
the existing college division and 
a playoff format resulting in an 
East vs. West battle for the na- 
tional championship. 

I suggest a Western 
conference be formed to include 
the 27 teams from the PAC 10, 
SWC and WAC. The Mid- 
Western Conference consisting 
of 25 teams from the Big 8, Big 
West and MAC. The Eastern 



conference consists of all 24 
Independants (those not already 
in a division) with the Mideast 
consisting of the 28 teams from 
theBigTen, ACCandSEC. This 
neady leaves 52 teams in both 
the east and the west. 

Each conference then 
sends six teams to the playoffs to 
determine its conference cham- 
pion. In all conferences but the 
East, each division winner (based 
on overall record) receives a 
playoff birth (ties for best record 



ing the 5lh. First and seconded 
ranked teams receive a by. For 
ease of explanation, assume 
highest ranked team wins each 
game. The first weekend in 
December then sees #1 play #4 
and #2 play #3 in conference 
semi-finals. This also sees the 
beginning of Bowl plays. 8 
bowls are required to decide 
semi-final winners. They would 
consist of the "less popular 
bowls" Sun, Aloha, Liberty, 
Gator etc. Conference champi- 



hosting of each particular game 
is determined by a lottery the 
year before. Thus each major 
bowl has an equal chance to host 
the championship bowl game 

with the minimum reward being 
the host of a Conference Cham- 
pionship. 

This format not only 
creates a legitimate playoff for- 
mat to determine a national 
champion, it also rcuiins the 
football trad i lion of Bowl games , 




The annual Rose Bowl Game in Pasadena shells out six million 
dollars each to the Big 10 and PAC 10 conferences 
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are broken in usual manner, head 
to head etc.). The college foot- 
ball writers however are not 
eliminated. They also choose 3 
wild-card teams in each confer- 
ence but the East, and then rank 
order those 6 teams in their 
conference irrespective of divi- 
sion championship. The East, 
not consisting of divisions , will 
have the writers rank the top 6 
teams to go to the playoffs. 

The playoff format then 
follows; considering that almost 
all teams finish regular play the 
3rd week of November, playoffs 
begin the week after with the 3rd 
ranked team in each conference 

playing the 6th and the 4th play- 



ons are decided the 2nd week of 
December with #1 playing #2 
also in bowl games; requiring 4 
Satisfing academic requirements 
(exams). Eastern and Western 
Championsare not decided until 
New Years Day in 2 bowl games, 
with the National Champion 
being decided a week latter in a 
battle of East vs. West. 

I am suggesting the 7 bowl 
required to decide the confer- 
ence champions, Eastern and 
Western champions and the 
National Champion are the same 
as this years, 7 New Years Day 
bowl games (Citrus, Hall of 
Fame, Cotton, Orange, Rose, 
Fiesta and Sugar Bowls). The 



and the impact of writers in de- 
termining playoff ranking and 
participants. While most ques- 
tions seemed to be answered the 
determining factor is money! 
How does this affect each team 
and division share of the bowl 
proceedings? 

Currently, bowls offer as 
little as $500,000 for the Free- 
dom Bowl to over $6 million for 
the Rose Bowl for each partici- 
pant with funds trickling down 
its' respective division. With 
the advent of major sponsors 
such as the Mobil Cotton Bowl, 
Sunkist Fiesta Bowl etc. pay- 
outs can be expected to remain 
healthy. It is for this reason 



schools are concerned over how 
money generated by bowl games 
will affect them. With the Big 
Ten and PAC10 committed to 
the Rose Bowl, the Big 8 to the 
Orange Bowl, the SEC to the 
Sugar and the SWC to the Cot- 
ton Bowl it can be seen how they 
may be reluctant to go to a play- 
off structure and lose out on what 
they are now guaranteed of. 

Not only are teams con- 
cerned but so are Bowl commit- 
tees. With the start of a playoff 
system, some Bowls may be 
eliminated from Bowl games 
revenues (5 under my system). 
Many comm i ttees are concerned 
about what match-ups, they 
would end up with under a play- 
off tournament Many traditional 
commitments may be broken. 
Some teams travelling a further 
distance to a Bowl game may 
bring less money to the local 
economy than what can now be 
readily expected. Fans in the 
south are generally reluctant to 
leave the south and fans in Texas 
are not inclined to leave the the 
state. The final concern of each 
bowl committee is how the play- 
off format will inhibit its ability 
to contract major sponsors and 
television contracts. 

Fortunately my solution 
has both the problems of the 
teams and bowl committees for 
the most part resolved. All eight 
semi-final bowl games could be 
committed to a Conference near 
the site of the games. Thiselimi- 
nates travcllingdistance for fans

finals going to to particular bowl . 
Each team and respective con- 
ference are guaranteed receipts 
from the 2 semi-final games. 
Teams are then given the oppor- 
tunity to build dollar receipts 
through a succession of bowl 
playoff games. Fans are also 

able to follow their teams through 
a playoff format to a possible 
National Championship. 
Whereas before, a team ranked 
any higher than 4th or 5th had 
almost no chance of being voted 
in as national champ even with a 
New Years Day bowl game vic- 
tory. 

The bowl committees also 
win under this format. Each 
game they host they will have 
teams still competing for a na- 
tional championship. Much 
more inviting for the TV. audi- 



ence as well as fans willing to 
travel. Sponsors and television 
networks may also be willing to 
make larger bids if they all know 
they have an equal chance of 
receiving the pleasure of hosting 
a national championship. 

As fine as I think this 
resolution may be, there is little 
chance of such a solution being 
implemented. Although many 
prolific coaches, such as Lou 
Holtz, Joe Paterno and Jackie 
Sherrill, favour some sort of 
playoff system, there is over- 
whelming resistance to such a 
solution. In January of 1988 a 
resolution was written and pre- 
sented to representatives of 
Division I institutions. A vote of 
98-13 convicingly against such 
a resolution indicated that the 
institutions are not interested and 
do not want to deal with such an 
issue for many years to come.

The 
surprise team so far has got to be 
the Los Angeles Kings. We all 
knew Wayne Gretzky would 
certainly help this team, but to 
take the team from the cellar in 
the Smythe division to a club 
that is battling Calgary for first 
place was unforeseen.
